I \ 71 1 LUKAS,  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Mini 
W icipnl  ( Manses  Act,”  the  Municipalities 
authorising  resume  lands  granted  for  the  purpose 
of  making  roads,  and  to  establish,  open  and  slop 
up  roads,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipal- 
ity : 

And  whereas  the  Council  of  the  Township  or 
District  of  the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  has 
deemed  it  advisable  to  cancel  and  stop  up  a por- 
tion known  as  the  “ River  Road,”  in  the  said  Mun- 
icipality, and  to  open  and  establish  another  road  in 
its  place,  and  also  to  establish  certain  other  roads, 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Reeve  and  Coun- 
cil of  the  Township  or  District  Municipality  of 
Maple  Ridge,  as  follows : — 

1.  That  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  now  used 
as  a highway  and  known  as  the  “ River  Road,  ’ the 
metes  and  bounds  of  which  are  set  out  and  des-

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  : the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu-
